Tue finance committee appointed at 
the tobacco growers' convention at 
Hardinsburg on April I, ti put on 
foot a warehouse plan in Breckenridge 
connty similar to that in vogue in 
Daviess county, has succeeded in ac- 
complishing the work it was empow- 
ered to do. Farmers who need help 
through a warehouse plan, because of 
lack of funds or poor hams, can now 
have their tobacco handled at Clover- 
port. Hard insbnrg, Stephensport. Kirk 
j or .lolly, and can receive an advance 
Mit or not, just as they wish. Ex 
perieneed tobacconists have been 
selected by the committee to manage 
the warehouses at these places, which 
are so separate! as to make it ^reason- 
ably convenient for every tobacco 
grower who needs help to make de- 
liveries The warehouse- will he fi- 
nanced by the Louisville Tobacco 
Warenouse company, which is the 
money power behind the Equity ware 
houses in Uweusboro The terms on 
which tobacco will be received and 
handled by the warehouses are ex 
plained in a subsequent statement, 
addressed by E B. Oglesby, a mem- 
|berofthe finance committee, to the 
f Brccuenridge and Hancock 
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tnan any other ma 
Roosevelt's visit to Louisville on Tues- 
"S day, April 4. He went to Washington

This 
tobacco will be intermingled in houss. 
but each man, in final settlement, 
will be settled with by grade his to- 
bacco ia in. This settlement will be 
made oy your committee and the re- 
handler. This tobacco never goes out ot 
our control until October 1, 11)0(1.

San Antonio, Tex., April 7 — Pres- 
ident Roosevelt arrived here last night 
at *:80 o'clock and was received 
with open arms by his war comrades, 
the famous Rough Riders of the Span- 
ish war, who are holding rennion near 
the Alamo. 

On his way to this city through 
the Lone Star State the Presi- 
dent made short stops at a number of 
pl-ces. and at Austin addressed the 
Legislature, saying in part: 

"I think, Governor and Mr. Speaker 
and gentlemen, that the longer our 
experience in public office is, the more 
we realize that at least «5 percent., 
If not more, in importance of the 
work done by any public officer who is 
worth his salt has nothing whatever to 
do with partisan pontics.
